effectual protest and then subsided. 

It was evident that the stage had 
been set for the play as written 
last night by the Republican cau- 
cus, 

There were no further objections 
and the Speaker announced that 
the amendments were concurred in. 

This action completed the pass- 
age of the bill opposed by the 
President on the ground that it 
would require a tax increase and 
work discrimination against many 
veterans. 

To Sustain Expected Veto. 


It was the pian of the leaders to 
rush the bill to the White House 
for the expected veto of the Pres- 
ident. If the arrangement of the 
Republican caucus continues to 
work, the veto will be sustained 
with the aid of the 154 votes 
pledged last night and the House 


will then proceed to pass a new bill | 


designed to meet the President's 
objections to the old. 

The bill was immediately signed 
by Speaker Longworth and a few 
minutes later by the Vice Presi- 
dent. 

Congressman Snell (Rep.), New 
York, Chairman of the Rules Com- 
mittee, served notice that he would 
move tomorrow for suspension of 
the rules. This was 
to saying that the new bill would 
be pressed to passage without de- 
lay. 

Republican leaders, after con- 
sulting with the White House, said 
the veto would not be received un- 
til tomorrow. They predicted that 
it would be at once sustained and 
that passage of the substitute bill 
would follow in short order. 


Rankin Assails Presidcnt. 


Rankin, one of the Democratic 
leaders in veterans’ relief affairs, 
issued a statement asserting that 
“the President's atteuipt to brow- 
beat the Republican members of 
the House into voting to sustain 
his veto of the veterans’ relief bill, 
on the flimsy pretext that some de- 
natured measure will be brought 
forward to try to save the face of 
the administration without giving 
relief to the veterans, is one of the 
most highhanded attempts to in- 
terfere with the perogatives of Con- 
gress ever undertaken by any chief 
executive.” 

Rankin added that, if the Re- 
publican leadership should succeed 
in holding together the ‘battalion 
of death” formed last night, the 
President would make Mussolini 
“look like a back number.” 


“The bill, which they are to offer 
as substitute,” said the Mississip- 
pian, “and which should be called 
the Hoover bill, proposes to put 
about 300,000 men on the roll, but 
to limit the pay to such an extent 
that more of it will go to overhead 
than will go to the veterans.

$12 a month. If they succeed in 
sustaining the President's veto and 
should then bring forward this de- 
natured Hoover bill and pass it 
through the House under suspen- 
sion of the rufes, the Senate prob- 
ably would amend it by increasing

The bil! will provide pensions 
for all disabled World War veter- 
ans who do not receive compensa- 
tion for service-connected disa- 
bilities and who do not pay income 
tax. I1t will be a straight out pen- 
sion plan based on disability and 
need. One of the objections of the 
administration to the pending bill 
was that it singled out a preferred 
class of disabled 75,000 to 100,000 
and put them in the service-con- 
nected class, thereby working dis- 
crimination against others equally 
entitled to benefits. 

The new bill will take care of all 
those disabled in civil life with a 
scale ®f pensions running up to 
$40 a month, It represents a rada- 
ical extension of the compensation 
policy which Congress heretofore 
has followed. 

$50,000,000 in First Year. 

Without knowing in detail what 

would be the provisions of the new 


bill, House leaders estimated that! 


it would cost in the first year about 
$50,000,000, or somewhat less than 
one-half of Gen. Hines’ estimate of 
the cost of the pending measure. 
This $50,000,000, it was calculated, 
would rise gradually to about $100,- 
000,000 a year in 10 years.

“It will be hard to explain a 
tax increase,’’ Speaker Longworth 
told the Republicans. Whatever 
may or may not be the intrinsic 
merits of the new bill, it has the 
political advantage of spreading its 
benefits over a much larger num- 
ber of veterans than the measure 
opposed by the President. ‘There 
will be smaller individual benefits 
but three times as many benefi- 
ciaries. The new plan is one that 
has been advocated for several 
years by the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. House members express the 
view that the bill would be satis- 
factory to the American Legion, 
although the Legion, having ex- 
pressed itself against a general 
pension system at the time of the 
bonus fight, could not be put in 
the ligh* of sponsoring it. Passage 
of the bill will reverse the Govern- 
mental policy announced when the 
present compensation system for 
World War veterans was voted into 
effect. 

It was said then that the World 
War, unlike previous wats, would 
not produce a general pension sys- 
tem. For some years, however, it 
Fas been apparent that ultimately 
the pension legislation growing out 
of the World War would follow 
precedent.

Water Co. to the Commonwealth 
Utilities Corporation of Philadel- 
phia for $8,350,000, the subject of 
vigorous protests by the League of 
| St. Louis County Municipalities and 
the City of St. Louis, was approved 
today by the State Public Service 
Commission. 

In its order the Commission said 
that new construction under way 
and planned for the year would 
bring the valuation of the water 
company for rate making up to 
$6,107,000. which is $2,243,000 less 
than the approved sale price. 

The Commission stated the sale 
price should not be used as an in- 
dication of value for rate making. 
The protests against the sale were 
on the grouprds that the price was 
excessive and that the purchasers 
could not earn a satisfactory re- 
turn on their investment without 
exploiting the property at the ex- 
pense of the consumers, that is, 
raising rates or denying reductions 
that otherwise could be made.

House Resolution Against 
Policy, Secretary 
of Treasury Tells Banking

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Secre- 


tary of the Treasury Melion told 
the House Committee on banking 
and currency today that he be- 
lieved it against public policy to 
adopt the House resolution de- 
signed to prohibit Federal Reserve, 
National and State banks from in- 
vesting in German reparation bonds 
or other certificates issued pursu- 
ant to the new plan to settle Ger- 
many’s war debts. 

Mellon said that under the pres- 
ent laws Federal Reserve Banks 
has no authority to purchase such 
securities and that the resolution 
insofar as they are concerned was 


meaningless. National Banks, he | 


said, are limited to purchasing se- 
curities that are “marketabie” un- 
der rules issued by the Comptroller 
of the Currency. 

Believes in Official Wisdom. 

“IT believe both Congress and the 
Comptroller of the Currency 
showed sound judgment and wis- 
dom in dealing with such liegisia- 
tion,” Meilon said. “They recog- 
nize that while Nationa] banks are 
instrumentalities of the Federal 
Government, they are operated by 
private capital and by their offi- 
cers and directors elected by their 
stockholders. 

“The Government does not un- 
dertake to manage the banks, and 
the wisdom of placing upon them 
the responsibility for their invest- 
ments, with proper safeguards, can 
not be questioned. 

“There is, in my opinion, no more 
reason for Congress to say that 
a National bank should not pur- 
chase a reparation bond than to 
say that it should not purchase a 
specific railroad or industrial bone. 
To do so would place our Govern- 
ment directly in the banks’ man- 
agement.

ing Action That Would Break, 
100-Year Precedent. 


By the Aéeociated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.— 


Whether the United States wil! lay 


aside a century of precedent and 
lay claim to a part of the vast Ant- 
arctic region was learned today to 
be under consideration at the State 
Department. 

Although the department is con- 
templating the claim of Rear Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd to part of 
the southernmost end of the world, 
over which he flew in hig dash to 
the Pole, it was said a decision 
probably would not be reached for 
some time. 

Much of the 150,000 square miles 


over which Byrd flew—comprising : 


an area roughly the size of Indiana, 
Illinois, Ohio and West Virginia— 
already is claimed by Great Britain 
as lying within the huge pie-seg- 


ment of the Ross dependency. Im- | 


mediately to the east, however, bor- 
dering along the 150th meridian 
west, lies Marie Byrd Land, ex- 
plored by Admiral Byrd and hith- 
erto unclaimed. State Department 
maps showed the area to border 
partly on the coast, thereby offer- 
ing a point of ingress outside the 
British claim. 

Never in the past, however, has 
the United States declared sov- 
ereignty over any part of Antarc- 
tica, itself a land bigger than all 
Australia and Europe, excluding 
Russia. 

In 1821, Capt. Nathaniel B. Pal- 
mer, on a sealing voyage from 
Stoningham, Conn., became one of 
the original explorers of the Ant- 
arctic through finding a point of 
land, which was named Parker 
Land. Less than 20 years iater, 
Lieut. Wilkes of the United States 
Navy was dispatched there by the 
Government with two sloops. of | 


war and four smaller vessels on a | 


scientific and commercial explora- 
tion. He skirted the Antarctic 
shore for a long distance, a terri- 
tory now bearing his name, al- 
though he did not land and take 
possession of it for the United States 

Discussing this land in 1924, 
Charles Evans Hughes said: 

“It is the opinion of the Depart- 
ment of State that discovery of 
lands unknown to civilization, even 
when coupled with a formal taking 
of possesion, does not support a 
valid claim of sovereignty unless 
the discovery is followed by an ac- 
tual settlement of the discovered 
country.”’ 

Discoveries and. in some cases, | 
claims have been made in the ter- 
ritory by Russia, Norway, France 
and Germany in addition to Great 
Britain. despite the fact that the 
land today is inhabited only by 
penguins and seals. 

The State Department has re- 
ceived no notes from other Gov- 
ernments relative to claims of land 
in the Antarctic since 1928, when 
the British Ambassador offered aid 
to Byrd while he was in either the 
Falkland or Ross dependencies. 
The note was not acknowledged 
until a year later, and no comment 
was made on the claims of land 
mentioned, which included more

Simce the object of the resolu- 
tion was to make public the actual 
facts surrounding the charges, the 
department's request for secrecy 
occasioned some surprise among 
members of the Senate Committee. 
Chairman Couzens remarked that 
|“the committee does not have to 
| comply with it,” but added that it 
does not expect to meet again un- 
til the next session of Congress. in 
December. Wheeler deciared there 
was “no excuse for secrecy,” but he 
is sailing for Europe and will not 
be here to press the matter. | 

Recommended by Byllesby. 

On reliable authority it was as- 
certained that the principal dis- 
closure contained in the records 
was the fact that Bonner was rec- 
ommended for his job by H. M.-. 
Byllesby & Co. of Chicago, one of 
the largest owners of public utili- 
ties in the United States. Other- 
wise, it was said the file was not 
very illuminating, most of the wit- 
\nesses professing to know nothing 
‘about the alleged removal or de- 
struction of correspondence. 

The bill signed by President 
Hoover provides for a full-time 
commission to consist of five mem- 
bers, to replace the old commission 
consisting of the Secretaries of 
War, Interior and Agriculture.

Reliable Co. Testifies at 
Bankruptcy Hearing. 


Before the real estate slump late 
in 1928, the. bankrupt Reliable 


ed a profitable business in buying 
second deeds of trust at discounts 
averaging 15 per cent, Louis Gold- 
berg, president, testified at a bank- 
ruptcy hearing today. 

In buying the deeds the concern 
used money lent to it at 7 per cent 
by individuals, largely friends and 
relatives of officers and directors. 
Goldberg said that during the com- 
pany’s existence it had borrowed 
more than $2,000,000 in this man- 
ner. Most of its listed debts of 
$133,749 consist of unsecured 
claims by creditors in this class. 

After the decline in real estate 


properties under foreclosure of sec- 
ond deeds of trust. Equities in 
these properties are valued at 
$118,000 among the concern's as- 
sets, although this amount might 
be considerably reduced through 
conversion into cash assets, accord- 
ing to Jacob Bialick, secretary and 
only salaried officer of the bank- 
rupt firm. 

Most of the deeds were pur- 
chased from Stanley Epstein, for- 
mer president of the defunct real 
estate firm of Stanley Epstein, Inc., 
Goldberg testified. Epstein was 
recently charged with empbezzle- 
ment in connection with the fail- 
ure of his firm. Goldberg ex- 
plained that a director of the bank- 


stein’s office and that the bankrupt 
had solicited his business’ since 
1922.

$323,423, including the real estate, 
and notes and securities valued at 
‘$200,(460. The latter item includes 
notes of $42,891 due from small 
borrowers.

} Census reports announced today 
show that St. Clair County, Ili- 
nois, had 4583 residents who were 
out of work on April i, but who 
were willing and able to work if 
they could find employment. This 
was 2.9 per cent the county's 
population of 157,388. 

East St. Louis had 2230 inhabi- 
tants out of worak, or 3 per cent 
of its population of 74,315. 

Other towns in the county with 
large numbers cf unemployed were: 
Belleville, 914; Brooklyn, a Negro 
community, 183; Marissa, 120, and 
Freeburg, 102. 

On April 1 there were 2850 resi- 
dents of Madison County, Ill., who 
were out of work, although they 
were willing and able to take jobs, 
it is shown by census reports.

“Probably we will not get a 
match with Schmeling because the 
Sharkey return bout stands in the 
way,” See commented, “but, if 
they fight in September, we surely 
will be in a position to ask. a match.

A subcommittee of the Senate wants to reduce 
the appropriation for the Wickersham Commission 
and confine its studies to the enforcement of pro- 
hibition. 

It is unlikely that Congress will acquiesce in such 
a move. If it should, the commission will, in our | 
opinion, hardly stand hitched.

“Only stupid greed—but more stupidity 
than greed—could think of the world con- 
tinuously dependent on us or think of our 
people as the perpetual factory hands of 
the nations. No, the nations will do as Rus- 
Sia is doing. By taking advantage of Amer- 
ican methods now, the Russians get the 
benefit of a half century of experience, 
They start abreast of the times, industrial- 
ly. They will be able to avoid costly mis- 
takes. The world will never-regret showing 
good will to any people, no matter whom. 

“The adoption of high wages, low prices 
and mass production in all countries is now 
only a matter of time. Instead of reducing 
our foreign markets, it will serve to define 
them. We shall make and sell more of the 
things we can manufacture better and more 
economically than other nations.- Every 
other nation, in turn, will make and sell 
more of the things which it is best fitted to 
supply to the world.

“The fear that any other country can 
make everything its people can consume is 
contrary to experience. Nature has  dis- 
tributed her gifts, which are the only real 
monopolies. This intense interest in foreign 
markets may conceal a fallacy. Have we 
fully. developed the home market? That is 
an important question. We say we have 
overproduction in some lines, but it is really 
underconsumption. 

“The avisdom of paying high wages has 
been made apparent by the new value.that 
is set on home markets. For a long time, 
manufacturing countries sent their product 
to outside markets and used their own peo- 
ple merely as production machirery. All 
that was thought necessary was to pa} 
these people enough to keep body and soul 
together, and work them 15 hours a day. 

“Now, these production people are the 
customers of industry. There is not enough 
trade in the wealthy classes to keep any 
industry running. Industry depends on the 
plain people entircely—the wage-earners. 
They can buy only if they have money. 
They can have money only if they earn it. 
Thus American industry depends on the‘ 
market made possible by American. wages,” 

Out of this world-wide sweep. of high 
wages the world’s most successful manufac- 
turer foresees also the growth of-a potent 
force for world peace and international 
understanding. 

Mr. Ford's vision of the effect of uni- 
versal high wages and mass production is 
exactly the reverse of that which sees there- 
in a threat to American prosperity. In- 
stead of calling for the erection of more

ART MUSEUM BINS 
~ TWO TALIN CHESTS 


$11,000 Paid for Nucleus of 
Greup of Renaissance 
Furniture. 


The City Art Museum has pur- 
chased for $11,000, two well known 
medieval chests, which are to be 
nucleus of a group of medieval and 


renaissance Italian furniture to be 
assembled in the next few years, 
Meyric R. Rogers, director of the 
museum, announced yesterday. 

One regarded as particularly in- 
teresting, because of its historical 
associations, is the marriage chest 
of Isotta da Rimini, wife of Sigis- 
mondo Malatesta, fifteenth century 
ruler of the Italian province of 
Rimini. Their romance has been 
reported at length in historiés. of 
the period. 

This chest, for which $8000 was 
paid, is of wood with polychrome 
and gilt decorations. It is more 
than fix feet long, three feet high 
and 27 inches wide. The carved 
Latin inscription ““Mihi sola sine ex 
(empl)o. placuisti” (You have 
pleased me beyond comparison), 
lends credibility to the assumption 
that it was given to Isotta by Sigis- 
mondo. 

They were married in 1456 after 
'Sigismondo’s two previous wives 
lhad died violent deaths, one by 
‘ poison, the other by strangulation, 
'but for many years’ before that 
'Isotta had been his mistress. 

The other chest, of oak 
Gothic carvings, cost $3000. It is 
a little less than six feet long; 
more than two feet high, and about 
22 inches wide. Presumably it 
was used in a church to contain 
altar cloths and priests’ garments. 
'The opening words of the prayer 
“ave, Maria, gracia plena,” are 
carved near the top of the front. 

Both pieces are from the collec- 
‘tion of Dr. Albert Figdor of Vienna 
lwhich has been regarded as the 
collection

NE of the most widespread of 

superstitions is the belief that 

birth marks are the result of 
some external influence brought to 
bear on the mother during preg- 
nancy. 

So deep-rooted is this belief that 
some peoples have definite taboos 
designed to obviate the danger of 
“marking the child.” 

Modern science brands these be- 
liefs as groundless. The only con- 
nection between mother and child 
is through the placenta (the after- 
birth) and through the exchange of 
blood serum that passes between 
them. 

Birth marks are known now to 
be developmental defects, or pecul- 
farities, but their exact cause still 
remains unknown. 

All birth marks, or moles, as 
they are also called, are congenital . 
—that is, they are present at birth. 
Some among these, however, do not 
become apparent until later. 

Moles and birth marks differ in 
size, shape, location and color. 
Some are colorless and small, oth- 


}ers are colored and large, while 


still others are hairy. 

When a mole or birth mark is 
disfiguring, it should be removed. 
Since the mole grows with the 
child, there is benefit in having it 
removed early. 

Moles usually can be removed by 


| freezing, or by one or another of 


the many means available to mod- 
ern science. 

In older persons, black moles, 
moles that have changed color, or 
which ulcerate or tend to bleed, 
should be examined. Such molea, 
especially if they have been sub- 
jected to irritation, may undergo 
a cancerous degeneration. This 
type of cancer, of course, is dan- 
gerous. 

In so far as most moles that are 
removed are removed for the sake 
of appearance, one ought to be 
sure of the competence of the op- 
erator. Home surgery has no place 
in cosmetics.
